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AT&T President Gilmer Notes lrony— 
ngineering Education: 


(Speaking at the Auburn Engineering Honors Banquet 
recently, Dr. Ben Gilmer ’26, president of American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., pointed out ironic aspects of 


engineering and considered its 
implications in management and 
in general society. His remarks 
have important implications for 
engineering, engineering educa- 
tion, and the future of a society 
that daily becomes more mech- 
anized. The following is an ex- 
cerpt from Dr. Gilmer’s speech.) 


The Bell System spends about 
$300 million a year for research 
and development. How well we 
use these dollars is a major de- 
terminant of the strength and 
vitality of our business over the 
years ahead. Obviously it puts 
the very highest premium on the 
calibre of our engineering force 
and the effectiveness with which 
it is employed. 

What attributes, then, do we 
look for in staffing our engineer- 
ing forces? 


In Short, Grades Count 


First of all, we look for men 
and women who by their college 
performance have evidenced that 
they have the intellectual ca- 
pacity—-and the stamina—to do 
a top-flight engineering job. I 
don’t know why it should come 
as a surprise to anyone, but our 
studies show a significant cor- 
relation between college per- 
formance and job performance. 
In short, grades count. 


Tomorrow’s Has-been 


But what a man knows—or 
thinks he knows—when he gets 
his degree is not nearly so im- 
portant to us as how he thinks. 
We look, therefore, for men and 
women who are solidly grounded 
in the fundamentals of engineer- 
ing science, No longer can we 
look to a four-year college cur- 
riculum, however intensive, to 
provide its graduates with the 
store of knowledge they will re- 
quire in the modern world of 
engineering. So fast-moving is 
our technology these days that 
today’s expert can become to- 
morrow’s has-been almost with- 
out his realizing it. What we 
look for, then, is a capacity for 
growth and—more than mere 
‘capacity—the will—call it ambi- 
tion if you like—to grow to the 
limits of one’s own personal and 
professional capabilities. 

We in the Bell System of late 
years have gone to great lengths 
to encourage and sustain the 
professional development of our 
engineering force. I suppose that 
if we were to consolidate all our 
graduate engineering training 
programs in one place, they 
would by themselves constitute 
one of the largest engineering 
educational institutions in the 
country. But this experience has 
taught us there are limits to 
what a company can do. We can 
—and we must—do everything 
we can to establish a climate 
that encourages and rewards 
growth. We can—and we must— 
provide the training resources 
that will sustain it. But whether 
growth will in fact happen de- 
pends on the individual engineer 
himself and the intensity of his 
own desire to extend the scope 
of his capabilities. In the final 


analysis, professional develop- 
ment is self-development. 

To cope with the increasingly 
complex problems confronting 
industrial management today re- 
quires not uniformity but a 
range of skills, experience and 
perceptions. Business problems, 
once predominantly economic 
and technological, today encom- 
pass social, political, ethical — 
even esthetic—considerations as 
well. 


Executive Performance 


I should tell you, too, in all 
candor that in appraising a 
man’s fitness for executive re- 
sponsibility just about the last 
thing we look at, if we look at 
it at all, is the character of his 
schooling. Rather does our judg- 
ment turn on direct observa- 
tion of his performance on the 
job and the leadership qualities 
he brings to it. Not what and 
where he studied long ago but 
who he is today is what counts. 


Human Factors Determine 


I emphasize this point because 
it may have some implications 
with respect to the self-develop- 
ment plans of those among you 
who may aspire to careers in in- 
dustrial management—and some 
implication as well for engineer- 
ing education. To put the matter 
briefly, the successful exercise of 
management responsibility calls 
for the development of skills 
and perceptions beyond the com- 
pass of the conventional engi- 
neering curriculum. I hope, 
therefore, that — without com- 
promising the rigor of the en- 
gineering curriculum itself 
ways can be found to enhance 
the prospective engineer-mana- 
ger’s appreciation of the human 
factors that will be major de- 
terminants of his success on the 
job. } 

But things and not people are 
the focus of engineering training. 
In my opinion, if a technical edu- 
cation falls short of providing a 
complete preparation for indus- 
trial management — indeed for 
the practice of engineering itself 
—it is in the insufficiency of the 
attention it gives to the human 
factors that ultimately determine 
the success of even the most ele- 
gant technology. 

Down through the years, en- 
gineers have been taught—and 
rightly—that their profession’s 
highest accomplishment has been 
the steady—and, of late years, 
dramatic — reduction it has ac- 
complished in man’s burden of 
work. Small wonder, then, that 
engineers take it as a basic as- 
sumption that their first objec- 
tive in any task they undertake 
is to reduce its human compo- 
nent to the barest minimum. 


Premise Questioned 


Two developments of late 
years provide a basis for at least 
questioning this premise. 

The first is the accelerating 
pace of technology itself. If we 
have learned one thing from our 
experience of the technological 
revolution kindled by the inven-

tion of the transistor, it is the 
need to be alert to the risks of 
premature commitment to in- 
vestment in costly and elaborate 
facilities that are susceptible to 
sudden obsolescence. Our ap- 
proach to semi-conductor pro- 
duction, for example, lies not in 
the fully automated, single-pur- 
pose production systems original- 
ly contemplated but in processes 
involving a flexible mix of ma- 
chine capabilities and of human 
capabilities—not the least value 
of the latter ingredient is that 
people are reprogrammable. 


Irony In Emphasis 


There is a second—and more 
compelling—reason why engi- 
neers need to take more consid- 
ered account of human factors 
and that is because of their in- 
creasing influence on the way 
work is organized in our society 
and therefore on the satisfaction 
—or the lack thereof—that peo- 
ple take from it. A colleague of 
mine put the matter in the form 
of a question: “Have we been 
right,” he asked, “in the pre- 
sumption common in engineer- 
ing, that a job is most efficiently 
and economically done if the de- 
mands on its human operators 
are reduced to the minimum lev- 
els of human capacity?” And he 
went on to observe that there is 
a certain irony in the contrast 
between the emphasis being giv- 
en to the engineer’s need for 
challenging and satisfying work 
and his own preoccupation with 
reducing the effort required by 
others, 

Lest I be misunderstood on 
this point, I am not urging that 
engineers stint in their efforts 
to reduce man’s physical bur- 
dens. What I am suggesting is 
that the time may be at hand 
when an equivalent attack may 
need to be mounted on work that 
is just plain boring. 


Interest Gives Iniative 


All of us, you will readily ad- 
mit, respond differently, depend- 
ing on our sense of whether the 
most is expected of us or the 
least. It makes a big difference, 
not only to our self-esteem but 
to our performance, whether the 
chores assigned to us are rigidly 
specified and routine and there- 
fore dull or, alternatively, 
whether they are sufficiently 
various to sustain interest and 
at the same time provide scope 
for personal initiative. 

It is on the basis of specula- 
tions of this sort—and on the 
basis of extensive attitude sur- 
veys that consistently report that 
the single most important deter- 
minant of employee job satis- 
faction or dissatisfaction is the 
nature of the work itself—that 
we in the Bell System have un- 


ing and to believe that how well 
they do it does in fact make a 
difference. 

Not all work processes are 
susceptible to redesign along the 
lines I have been talking about. 
Nor am I suggesting that the 
creation of fulfilling jobs should 
be substituted for efficiency as 
the aim of engineering. What I 
am suggesting is that—in many 
instances and perhaps in most— 
we may well achieve a whole 
new order of efficiency if—in 
place of fragmenting human ef- 
forts—we create whole jobs in- 
stead. And I am suggesting, too, 
that no system design warrants 
the term “sophisticated” unless 
it takes account from the outset 
not only of the physical variables 
that bear upon the outcome but 
of the human satisfactions of the 
people who will man it. In the 
final analysis they are the ones 
who are going to decide whether 
the most elegant machinery we 
can devise is going to “work” or 
not. 

It has become a cliche of our 
times that our technological ac- 
complishments have outrun our 
capacity to manage their social 
consequences. Perhaps this is so. 
I wonder, though, whether its 
constant reiteration is particu- 
larly helpful—whether in fact it 
might not contribute to the ap- 
parently widespread feeling that 
our problems are so massive and 
so complex that there is little 


‘that any of us—as individuals— 


can do about them. Surely such 
a conclusion would be sympto- 
matic of that failure of nerve 
some observers predict will sig- 
nal tie decline of our society. 
Surely it is a failure of nerve 
to propose—as some of you may 
have heard proposed—that we 
have reached a point at which 
we should call a halt to techno- 
logical innovation—declare a mo- 
ratorium—in order to give soci- 


dertaken a number trials of - 


what we call “job enrichment,” 
restructuring work processes to 
extend responsibility rather than 
restrict it and to provide scope 
for individual expression rather 
than to limit it. 

Thus far each of these trials 
has dramatically improved not 
only the morale but the perform- 
ance of the group involved—and 
for a very simple reason: feeling 
valued for themselves, they come 
to care about what they are do-

Talents Most Needed 


I cannot conscientiously com- 
mend work in this field to the 
ambitious young engineer. But 
I for one would not begrudge the 
loss were I to hear that some of 
the best and brightest of the class 
of °69, who might normally have 
been expected to seek their ca- 
reers in industry, even in the 
Bell System, had decided — for 
reasons of their own—to turn 
their talents, not where they 
might be best rewarded, but 
where they are most needed. 


Most Challenging Problem 
At the very least, I hope that 


some of you—-simply in your ca- 
pacity as concerned citizens — 


will contribute some measure of 
your trained talent to what is 
clearly the most intractable and 
therefore the most challenging 
problem of our times. Should you 
do so, I trust you will not expect 
to be hailed as saviors. For peo- 
ple—even those most desperately 
in need of help—have a madden- 
ing disposition to prefer their 
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own thing to somebody else’s idea 
of what’s good for them. 

So — again — we have come 
back to people. And here, I sup- 
pose, is as good a place as any 
to stop. For people—and the im- 
provement of the quality of their 
lives—are not these the basic 
aims of the profession you will 
soon join?

“Dramatic arts has grown from 
an extracurriculuar club into a 
department of theatre arts. The 
curriculum has increased from a 
single course in 1922 to 45 cour- 
ses in 1968. Despite the growth, 
the department foresees no im- 
mediate opportunity for expand- 
ing its facilities, even though the 
roof of 100-seat theatre is caving 
in. 

“We have tried to avert such a 
crisis by developing plans for ex- 
pansion,” said Dr. Kenneth 
Campbell, head of the Theatre 
Department, “But one by one 
they have all been turned down 
by the campus planning com- 
mittee.” Plans for building onto 
the existing theatre were reject- 
ed last year. Earlier this year a 
plan for developing the oid 
Sports Arena was also turned 
down. 


Handmade Brick & Pegs 


The building was old and in- 
adequate as a theatre even in 
1926. Using handmade bricks and 
wooden pegs to secure the beams, 
the slaves of Edwin Reese built 
the structure in 1850 as a Pres- 
byterian Church, The church be-

“We design our scenery on paper 
with architectural tools, but 
nothing ever fits, We have to re- 
work every piece of scenery we 
make.” 

In spite of its numerous in- 
firmities, the department does 
not choose the play to fit the 
theatre building. “Fitting the 
theatre to the play is my prob- 
lem,” said Mr. Gibson, a grad- 
uate of the University of Illi- 
nois. 

And a problem it is. Due to the 
size of the building’s doors, a 
piece of scenery must be a maxi- 
mum of six feet in any one direc- 
tion in order to get it in and out 
of the theatre. “There is no such 
thing as flying scenery in our 
theatre,’ said Gibson. “We have 
13 feet from the top of the stage 
to the rafters.” About 95 feet 
from the stage floor to the ceil- 
ing is the minimum requirement 
for flying scenery.

“We are not drawing 
talent out of Alabama _ high 
schools because performing tal- 
ent does not exist.” 

Campbell said the Department 
of Theatre Arts must have the 
necessary space to institute 4 
graduate school before the qual- 
ity of dramatic arts can be im- 
proved. Traditionally, a depart 
ment cannot establish a graduate 
program unless it has a strong 
undergraduate program. ©

“I feel better than I have in 
five years,” he say. “I’m a good 
many pounds lighter, and I in- 
tend to keep it that way. I feel 
like I’ve been given a_ second 
lease on life, and I tell you it’s 
a great feeling.” 

Actually, it’s a third lease. 
Jordan was a front line officer 
iu World War II, participating in 
landings in North Africa, Sicily, 
Italy, Normandy and later serv- 
ing on Okinawa and in the Phil- 
ippine Campaign. He was 
wounded at H-Hour plus 2 4 
Normandy. 

At age 58, Shug Jordan is do- 
ing fine, thank you, in a profes 
sion they say (often erroneously) 
is for young men only.

| ipside Story Of A Landmark— 
Samford Tower Stands Sentinel

The four faces of the Samford clock have stood as senti- 
‘wis over the campus since 1889, when Samford was recon- 


gructed after a fire destroyed 
oly after power failures and 
joring summer months, when 
grees in Samford park hide three 
“the clock’s faces, do students 
od faculty realize their depen- 
nce on the clock. 

They find themselves arriving 
wie for class, deprived of the 
geurity of pacing their steps ac- 
ending to the time given by the 
dock. Class time drags endlessly, 
yd often goes overtime without 
the steady, comforting, on-the- 
yur chime to end the monotony 
a¢a lecture or the tension of a 
quiz. 
Most of the time, however, 
smford clock is dependability 
grsonified due to the efforts of 
4 H. Swope who has adjusted 
wd cared for the clock since 
M5, whe he was first employed 
»y Building Grounds as a plumb- 
‘win the mechanical shop. A for- 
wer Auburn student, Swope stu- 
died electrical engineering in 
1925-26 but never graduated. 
‘When Swope goes up into 
Samford’s tower to adjust the 
me on the clock, he sees parts 
athe building the average stu- 
dent never thought existed. 

A spacious attic above the 
third floor in Samford separates 
te tower from the rest of the 
uilding. The stairs to the tower 
oen from an alcove on the east 
side of the room. By climbing 
the steep, ladder-like steps, one 
aches the fifth level in Sam- 
ford, a small, square room which 
houses a glass booth containing 
the clock works. 

The clock was originally driv- 
by 700 lb. weights which de- 
mended by pulley through a 
tute leading from the clock 
works to the first flood. Similar 
00 Ib. weights ran the hands. 
These weights had to be drawn 
® about once a week, a process 
“hich required about five min- 
"s of steady cranking. 

Since its conversion to elec- 
Teity in 1943, the clock has been 
m by a motor small enough to 
* cupped in two hands.

the original frame structure. 


A miniature clock face in the 
booth, identical to the four tower 
faces, tells the time shown above, 
on the tower. The wooden hands 
on the tower clocks, which move 
forward only, are adjusted by a 
key similar to a music box key. 
One revolution of the key in the 
smaller clock moves the hands on 
the four faces forward by one 
hour. 

A metal plate attached to the 
frame surrounding the clock’s in- 
ner wheels and gears reads: 


Seth Thomas Clock Co. 
Thomaston Conn. U.S.A. 
April 18, 1880 A. S. Hotchkiss 

Up another narrow flight of 
steps and through a locked trap 
door is the open tower level 
housing a large bronze bell 
weighing 200 lbs. Two hammers 
as well as the clapper can ring 
the bell, but only the electrically 
operated hammer is currently 
used. The second hammer may 
be operated by hand. 

Raised letters across the dark 
curved side of the -heavy bell 
read: 


Clinton H. Meneely Bell 
Company 
Troy N.Y. A.D. 1889 

On the third tower level is a 
room containing a vertical two- 
inch shaft connecting the clock 
hands on the next level. 

The fourth tower level is a 
room enclosed by the four wood- 
en faces of the clock. It contains 
four shafts, one connected to each 
face from the central shaft to 
turn the hands on the clock. 

For individual face adjustment, 
the numeral XII on each six foot 
clock face can be removed. A 
man’s head and shoulders can 
fit through for a look at the 
outside face and for adjustment 
of the time on a single face by 
hand. 

At the age of 61, Swope isn’t 
bothered by the long climb up to 
the clock. He recalls a time, elev- 
en years ago, when he made his 
record climb to the tower in less 
than five minutes. Had he taken 
longer, he would have had to 
listen to a deafening, close-range 
chiming of the hour. 


It is possible to climb even 
higher in the Samford tower than 
the fourth level, but Swope us- 
ually leaves that part of the 
tower to the owls and pigeons.

At the start of the 1968 football season, Auburn was pre- 
dicted to win their first five games and lose the last five. 
SMU had beaten the Tigers in the opener. Auburn mas- 


tered Mississippi State, Ken- 
tucky, and Clemson before fall- 
ing to Georgia Tech. 

Now came the last five, called 
by some as “The November 
Nightmare,” Miami, Florida, 
Tennessee, Georgia, and Ala- 
bama were all ranked in the top 
20, and Auburn with a so-so 2-3 
record prepared to run the 
gauntlet. 

The sell-out crowd in Cliff 
Hare Stadium did not know what 
to expect as Auburn and Miami 
lined up for the kickoff of the 
homecoming game. Miami, 
ranked ninth nationally, came to 
the Plains boasting of their best 
team in recent years, and Au- 
burn, after a 21-20 upset loss to 
Georgia Tech, was a question 
mark in the SEC. - 

But that question mark was 
soon erased. 

Linebacker Bobby Strickland 
intercepted a Miami pass and re- 
turned it 36 yards for a touch- 
down. John Riley’s extra point 
it 7-0 at the end of the 
first quarter. 

Quarterback Loran Carter 
teamed with tailback Dwight 
Hurston and split end Tim Chris- 
tian for two touchdowns to put 
the Tigers ahead 21-0 with 11:33 
left in the second period. Carter 
passed 22 yards to Hurston and 
62 yards to Christian. 

John Riley’s 22-yard field goal 
made it 2t-0 at the half. 

Miami scored in the third per- 
iod, but could never generate 
another serious offensive threat 
as the Auburn defense, led by 
tackle David Campbell and line- 
backer Mike Kolen limited the 
Hurricanes to -85 yards rushing. 


Auburn 31, Miami 6 


Auburn scored again on a 24- 
yard Carter-Christian pass, and 
coasted to a 31-6 victory. 

Coach Ralph Jordan, who had 
been honored at the pep rally 
Friday night prior to the game, 
won his 16th consecutive home- 
coming game. 

The Tigers turned their atten- 
tion toward the Florida Gators. 
To protect their conference lead, 
the Tigers would have to beat 
the Gators in Gainesville, a feat 
that no Auburn team had done 
since 1960. 

If Auburn had ambitions of a 
Southeastern Conference Cham- 
pionship, they weren’t evident in 
the first quarter of the Auburn- 
Florida game. The Gators led 
10-0 and threatened to make it 
more with a first down at the 
Tiger 25, but a 15-yard penalty 
and a stubborn Auburn defense 
shut the door. 


Strickland Intercepts 


Auburn’s first touchdown was 
set up by Bobby Strickland’s pass 
interception at the Gator 29 yard 
line. He returned it to the Flor- 
ida 13. A nine-yard pass from 
Carter to wingback Connie Fred- 
erick and Riley’s extra point 
made it 10-7. 

Buddy McClinton intercepted 
a pass and returned it 42 yards 
to the three-yard line. The Tigers 
couldn’t score a touchdown, but 


John Riley tied it 10-10 at the 
half with a 24-yard field goal. — 

A five-yard pass from Carter 
to Christian capped a seven play, 
70-yard drive for a touchdown 
midway of the quarter. Riley’s 
kick gave Auburn a 17-10 lead, 
but a Florida field goal made it 
17-13 early in the fourth quarter. 


Florida Loses 


Carter and Frederick eased the 
pressure with a 4l-yard touch- 
down pass play. Riley’s kick end- 
ed the scoring in a 24-13 Au- 
burn victory. 

The Tigers, now standing alone 
atop the SEC with a 3-0-0 re- 
cord, turned toward Tennessee. 
Auburn had not beaten the Vols 
since 1964 and had not won in 
Birmingham’s Legion Field since 
a 25-18 win over Mississippi 
State in 1965. 

Saturday, Nov. 9, 1968, was a 
big day for Birmingham, the site 
of two of the nation’s top col- 
legiate football games. Alabama 
had clipped LSU 16-7 in the af- 
ternoon game and Auburn and 
Tennessee were meeting in the 
night game.

Tennessee was expected to 
take another step toward a ma- 
jor bowl by beating Auburn, but 
the Tigers, much to the delight 
of more than 69,000 fans, had 
other plans.

Week Of Work For Halftime Show

It’s halfway through the football game and fans relax as 
an official signals the end of the second quarter. A faint 
drum cadence sifts through the chatter of the crowd, and 


seconds later a blue and white 
wave at the north end zone ex- 
plodes onto the field as the Au- 
burn Band begins it halftime 
show. 

Drum Major Pat Morrow leads 
the band’s fanfare as six shapely 
majorettes are introduced, Then 
with swaggering step and rock- 
ing instruments, the 136-member 
band moves down the field to 
the tune of “War Eagle” or 
“Glory, Glory to Old Auburn.” 

Behind the smooth, precise 
formations and clear, seemingly 
faultless music are hours of 
practice and concentration. No 
other college band, and few high 
school bands, in Alabama have 
the same marching form as does 
Auburn, so a lot of experience 
with Auburn’s band is necessary 
before a member can remember 
and coordinate the difficult 
movements. Each member must, 
simultaneously, step smartly as 
he lifts his legs high, sway his 
body and shoulders, rock his in- 
strument—and occasionally even 
read music.
